The grounds about the famous monument 
are nicely kept, and it being just the season 
of beauty everything looked its prettiest. 
A fter climbing over two hundred steps to 
the summit, and descending again, having 
registered our name in the visitors’ book, 
we proceeded on our way. ( In we went 
through Somerville, over Winter Hill, into 
Medford. This is a very old town, having 
many places of Revolutionary, fame. It is 
in the eastern part of this town that the 
old Craddock house is situated, which I 
t hink is the oldest house ill the State. IV c 
rode across the Craddock bridge, built over 
the Mystic river in HRlJS, but since remodel¬ 
ed after a modern plan,and on to Arlington. 
Ail along .the road from the latter place to 
Lexington were stone tablets, marking the 
places where an encounter with the British 
or a capture of the Americans took place. 
At length we reached our destination, and 
after making inquiries, we found that the 
first place of interest was Memorial Hall.
